CHICAGO, Jan. 11. — Plans for the 


unification of all tha Independent in- 
dustrial unions of the United States 
and Canada are being promulgated by 
a committee formed in Chicago known 
as the Temporary 
Committee 
for 


Working Class Unity, of which Roy 
Brown, former chairman of the gen- 
eral executive board of the I. W. W., 
Is secretary, and 
chairman of the 


Mike X<ovak, ex- 
Metal 
Machinery 


Workers' Industrial Union, is chair- 
man. 


George Hardy, former 
secretary- 


treasurer of the I. W. W., who is as- 
sociated with the committee, explain- 
ed its program. 


"The program of the 
Temporary 


Committee for Working Class Unity 
is to unite all small organizations in 
one industry, into one industrial union 
dominating the industry," said Hardy. 
"All these unions should then be brot 
into one solid body, thus creating a 
federation of all independent unions. 


"There are approximately 
twenty- 


four independent unions in tho Uni- 
ted Stntes. Our aim is to solidify tho 
unions that are definitely in control 
of industries or dominate the fields for 
organization. 
For example, the Lum- 


ber Workers of Canada and the O. B. 
UU.U of Canada are two separate or- 


ganizations, but one confines itself 
to the lumber industry, while the oth- 
er organizes the workers 
generally. 


On this side of the-line the I. W. W. 
organizes the same workers as tho 
two organizations named above. 


"There is no reason for two organ- 


izations existing in any one 
indus- 


try. 
The Lumber Workers 
o£ the 


United States and 
Canada 
should 


have one organization covering the 
whole industry. 


"In the eastern states there 
are 


many independent unions in the shoo 
industry that should be combined into 
one industrial organization. The Auto- 
nobile and Aircraft Workers and the 
Amalgamated Food Workers are types 
of independent unions which should 
work together. 


"It must be 
definitely 
understood 


that this is not a movement in opposi- 
tion to the existing unions within tha 
V. F. of L., but Intends to confine it- 
self to the industries already organ- 
ized independently. We will not char- 
ter unions in such industries as coal 
mining, printing, the building or cloth- 
ing trade, or any field in which definite 
>rganizations function. 


"Our Intentions are to affiliate with 


the Red Trade Union International, 
which recognizes that there are many 
independent unions that cannot, and 
should not now, be liquidated, such as 
Metal Mine, Textile, Foodstuff 
and 


Agricultural Workers.-The Executive 
Board in Moscow has sent out instruc- 
tions to unite these various independ- 
ent unions and to approach the unifi- 
cation project according to the con- 
ditions prevailing in each 
country^ 


Tho Bureau lays down no definite pro- 
gram. 


"Incidentally, if tho Trade Union 


Educational League is able to create 
sufficient sentiment for affiliation with, 
the Red Trade Union International 
within the big unions of the A. F. o£ 
L., there would be no further reason 
for independent unions. We are out 
for the greatest possible amount of 
solidarity and we do not care under 
whUt banner it is achieved." 


"Temporary committees 
to carry 


out our project are being organized la 
all important centers of the United 
States. We believe that a majority 
of the rank and file membership of 
all independent unions are In favor 
of unity."
